Wife charged 
with murder 


in shooting

The woman accused of 
killing her husband Fri¬ 
day night on Fidelio 
Road appeared before a 
judge via video camera 
on Monday afternoon. 
She entered a formal 
plea of not guilty. 

Jessie L. Goslyn, 25, 
faces a murder charge. 
Her husband, Vincent 
Goslyn, 28, died some¬ 
time after 8 p.m. Friday 
of several gunshot 
wounds, said a 
spokesman from the 


Christian County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department. 

Christian District 
Judge Jim Adams said 
he wouldn’t lower Jessie 
Goslyn’s $1 million 
bond. He also ordered 
she couldn’t receive 
bond credit because she 
might pose a danger to 
other people. 

Often when a defen¬ 
dant’s family can’t af¬ 
ford a jail bond, the 
defendant gets credit to¬ 
ward the bond amount 
for every day spent in 
jail.

Local teen arrested for bomb threat

A 14-year-old girl who at¬ 
tends Christian County High 
School was arrested Thurs¬ 
day morning after allegedly 
emailing a bomb threat to 
school guidance counselors 
the night before. 

Another bomb threat, writ¬ 
ten on paper, was found in a 
school classroom that morn¬ 
ing, said Officer Paul Ray, 
spokesman for the Hop¬ 
kinsville Police Department. 


The teen 
was charged 
with two 
counts of sec- 
ond-degree 
terroristic 
threatening, 
a Class D 
felony. If con¬ 
victed, each charge could re¬ 
sult in one to five years 
imprisonment for the 
teenager. 

The e-mail was opened 
around 8:15 a.m. and police 
were called shortly after, ac¬ 


cording to a 
Hopkinsville 
police report. 
The high 
school was 
evacuated ap¬ 
proximately 
45 minutes 
later. 

CCHS students were then 
sent to the old middle school 
building next to the high 
school. Parents were told 
they could pick their children 
up from the middle school, 
while school staff and teach¬ 


ers assisted police in search¬ 
ing the high school for any 
suspicious items, Ray said. 

Around 11 a.m., police de¬ 
clared the school safe and 
students returned to class. 

Detectives were able to 
make an arrest by tracking 
the emailed threat to an Oak 
Grove residence through an 
IP address, Ray said. From 
there, detectives obtained 
subpoenas and confronted 
the girl who lives at the resi¬ 
dence and attends CCHS.

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Council OKs premium tax hike

The Oak Grove City Council on 
Tuesday approved the second 
reading of an ordinance raising 
the city’s insurance premium tax 
from 8 percent to 10 percent. 
That approval enacted the ordi¬ 
nance into law. 

The reading passed by a 4-1 
vote, with council members Bea 
Burt, Bobby Combs, James McK- 
night and Randy Pierce voting in 
favor and council member Janet 
Edwards voting against the 
measure. Council member Tim 
Johnson did not vote, as he was 
serving to chair the meeting in 
the absence of Mayor Dan Potter, 
who was ill. 

Other actions taken by the Oak 
Grove City Council included: 

■ The council voted 5-0 on the 


first reading of an ordinance 
amending the city’s original syn¬ 
thetic drug ordinance from De¬ 
cember. 

The amendment ordinance 
struck a number of chemical 
compounds from the list of illegal 
substances, including salvia dici- 
norum and methyl-based com¬ 
pounds. 

City Attorney James Holland 
said the changes were made after 
doing more research on case law 
to make the ordinance more en¬ 
forceable. 

The second reading of the 
amended ordinance is scheduled 
to be on the agenda for the City 
Council’s next meeting on Feb. 
21 at 6:30 p.m. 

■ The council voted 5-0 to 
renew the Pennyrile Solid Waste 
Interlocal Agreement. The agree¬ 
ment includes Christian County 


and the cities of Hopkinsville, 
Crofton, LaFayette and Pem¬ 
broke along with the Hop¬ 
kinsville Solid Waste Enterprise 
Authority. 

■The council approved 5-0 a 
plan presented by Police Chief 
Les Langdon to purchase 10 new 
police vehicles — 2013 Ford Tau¬ 
rus Intercepters. The program of¬ 
fered by the Ford Motor 
Company allows the department 
to lease the vehicles and keep 
them under warranty. Langdon 
said the city would save 80 per¬ 
cent, $32,000, in repairs each 
year, as most of the needed re¬ 
pairs would come under the war¬ 
ranty.

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Oak Grove wants 
to protect citizens

I love those old movies in which ac¬ 
tors like James Cagney portray such 
characters as John Dillinger and 
A1 “Scarface” Capone and several others 
that romanced the streets of Chicago and 
elsewhere in the late ’20s.

Much of legislature s work unnoticed by press 


The Kentucky Legisla¬ 
ture convened its 2012 
Regular Session a month 
ago with several topics 
of statewide importance 
on its agenda. Issues like 
redistricting and writing 
the state’s biennial budget 
have implications for every 
Kentuckian. They receive 
a lot of media attention — 
and our attention — as they 
should. 

But another important task set 
before us during this and every 
session of the General Assembly 
is updating and improving state 
laws and policies of lesser dramatic 
scope, but ones that need attention 
nonetheless. While little of this work 
will be prominently headlined in the 
newspapers, included in the nightly 
TV news, or even get a quick passing 
mention on radio, it is still vitally 
important. 

This week we recognized the State- 
proclaimed Disability Awareness 
Day, with the Capitol hosting a group 
of advocates for those with special 
needs. We are especially attentive to 
laws affecting the more than 850,000 


Kentuckians with disabilities. 

We discussed measures 
to make practices fairer and 
more open to people with 
disabilities. For example, 
special-needs students who 
finish a modified course of 
study currently receive only 
a certificate of completion. 
We feel they deserve a 
diploma, too. The full Senate 
gave unanimous approval 
to award an alternative but 
actual diploma to students who 
complete an individualized high 
school curriculum. 

We worked to create safeguards 
to protect livestock farmers. In 2010, 
a group of Kentucky farmers lost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to the Eastern Livestock company 
bankruptcy. While banks scrambled 
to protect their assets in the fallout 
from that collapse, farmers were left 
holding bad checks. 

The Senate passed Senate Bill 92, 
that would place stricter bonding and 
licensing requirements on livestock 
purchasers like Eastern Livestock. 
We approved (by a 32-3 vote) another 
bill that would create a livestock- 


seller’s lien to give farmers more 
legal security than they currently 
have in the process. 

Other bills now going to the House 
for their consideration include Senate 
Bill 21, which would allow school 
districts to remain open on election 
days, providing that no school 
buildings are used as polling places. 
This will give school districts added 
flexibility in scheduling instructional 
and make-up days in their calendar. 

Legislation I have mentioned from 
committee action in previous weeks 
is now gaining full Senate approval. 
Senate Bill 86 would allow interested 
high school students to graduate 
one year early. They would have to 
complete advanced coursework and 
maintain a minimum 3.2 GPA. Other 
provisions require students to meet 
benchmark scores on the ACT and 
statewide end-of-year exams. 

If they choose to enroll at a two- or 
four-year college in the state the year 
following their early graduation, they 
would receive scholarship money 
based on the amount of funding 
their school district receives for per- 
pupil attendance. The bill allows for 
a recalculation of KEES assistance 


awards so students would not be 
penalized for graduating early. 

None of these measures are espe¬ 
cially flashy, and some may not even 
affect you or the great majority of 
Kentuckians. But they are meaningful 
to a number of our fellow citizens. 

While one-third of this legislative 
session is now in the history books, 
the majority of its story is yet to be 
written. If you are not already involved 
in the issues and bills of interest to 
you, I encourage you to start now. Let 
me know your thoughts and concerns 
on the legislation impacting you.

City ethics commission 
mulls complaint policies

The Oak Grove Ethics Commission 
detailed its procedure for following 
through on complaints against elected 
officials at its meeting on Thursday. 
Part of that procedure is to make 
available a complaint box in the utili¬ 
ties office similar to the one inside 
City Hall in the Oak Grove Municipal 
Building on Pembroke-Oak Grove 
Road. 

Commission chair Jan O’Brien em¬ 
phasized the need for Oak Grove citi¬ 
zens to know that the 
Ethics Commission is in 
place to handle com¬ 
plaints against city offi¬ 
cials. 

“We want to make the 
public more aware that 
we are here,” he said. “I 
don’t think anybody 
knows about this com¬ 
mission or what its functions are or 
what we do. 

“For example, if you have a supervi¬ 
sor and an employee, if they have a 
complaint, they need to know that 
they can come here and file a com¬ 
plaint. We can look at it if it is an 
ethics issue or something along those 
lines or a harassment of some form, 
an abuse of power, that sort of thing.” 


There are also complaint cards and 
complaint forms to help people 
through the complaint procedure. 

People can also file a grievance on¬ 
line by sending an e-mail to 
ethics@oakgroveky.org. 

Other members of the Oak Grove 
Ethics Commission are Renie Brass- 
field and Paula 
Williams. 

The Oak Grove Ethics 
Commission was estab¬ 
lished by city ordinance 
on Nov. 25, 1994, and 
revised on Feb. 7, 1995. 

The Ethics Commis¬ 
sion was reorganized 
last November after the 
city went for six years 
without such a group. 
The previous Ethics 
Commission last met in 
2005 and disbanded 
that year. 

The Oak Grove Ethics 
Commission will meet 
quarterly on the last 
Thursday of every third month at 5:30 
p.m. at City Hall. The commission will 
next meet on March 29.

upon the armed forces,” 
according to an Army 
news release. 

Tracy Burke was a 
nurse and worked at 
Jennie Stuart Medical 
Center until August of 
2007, according to New 
Era reports. She report¬ 
edly filed for divorce in 
May of that year, claim¬ 
ing Brent Burke had be¬ 
come violent and angry 
after returning from a 
deployment to 

Afghanistan. 

The court-martial 
marks the fifth trial for 
Burke relating to the 
deaths. Prosecutors in 
Hardin County tried 
Burke four times; two 
cases resulted in mistri¬ 
als before the jury had a 
chance to reach a ver¬ 
dict, and two resulted in 
hung juries. 

Following the last trial 
in June 2011, Hardin 
County dismissed the 
charges against Burke. 
He was sent back to Fort 
Campbell, where the 
Army brought its own 
criminal charges days 
later. 

Burke went through 
two Article 32 hearings 
— the military equiva¬ 
lent of a civilian grand 
jury proceeding — be¬ 
fore it was determined 
there was enough evi¬ 
dence to warrant a gen¬ 
eral court-martial. 

The court-martial 
functions differently 
than a civilian court, 
Rzepka said. While the 
trial will involve a judge 
and attorneys for the 
prosecution and de¬ 
fense, the jury is differ¬ 
ent. Known as a 
“court-martial panel,” 
Rzepka said the group 
consists of at least five 
members of the military. 
He was not certain 
about the maximum 
number of people al¬ 
lowed to serve on the 
panel. 

While the specific 
panel members are cho¬ 
sen in the same fashion 
as a civilian jury, 
Rzepka said Burke is al¬ 
lowed to decide one as¬ 
pect of the panel’s 
composition: He can 
choose a panel of offi¬ 
cers only or a panel of 
both officers and en¬ 


listed members. 

Burke can also choose 
to have only a judge 
hear the case, Rzepka 
added. Burke can de¬ 
cided before the start of 
the trial which format 
he would prefer, Rzepka 
said, but he was not 
aware if Burke had 
made a decision. 

While the burden of 
proof is similar to that 
of civilian cases of this 
nature, the unanimous 
verdict needed in a civil¬ 
ian trial is not a require¬ 
ment here, Fort 
Campbell spokesman 
Andrew McIntyre told 
the New Era in July. In a 
court-martial, two- 
thirds of the panel can 
render a valid guilty ver¬ 
dict, McIntyre said. 

If Burke is found 
guilty, the only two pos¬ 
sible resulting sen¬ 
tences are life 
imprisonment or the 
death penalty, McIntyre 
said. It is still unclear 
which penalty the pros¬ 
ecution will seek. 

Burke recently re-as- 
serted his innocence in 
a response to a civil law¬ 
suit brought by Tracy 
Burke’s brother. 

Burke has been incar¬ 
cerated in Christian 
County Jail since the 
Army brought the most 
recent charges. 

Before the charges 
were field in 2007, 
Burke worked as a mili¬ 
tary police officer and 
had been in the Army 11 
years, McIntyre said. He 
had deployed to 
Afghanistan at least 
once. The court-martial 
is scheduled to begin at 
8:30 a.m. Monday in the 
court building on post, 
Rzepka said.

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Army: Smoking increases risk

Nearly one-third of ac¬ 
tive-duty service mem¬ 
bers smoke, and that 
figure increases among 
troops in a combat zone, 
according to the 2008 
Department of Defense 
Survey of Health-Re¬ 
lated Behaviors. 

Most soldiers know 
that smoking can even¬ 
tually cause lung cancer 
and emphysema, but 
one does not have to 
wait 20 or 30 years to 
experience the adverse 
effects of smoking. 

Multiple studies by 
U.S. Army Public 
Health Command (US- 
APHC) show that smok¬ 
ing has immediate 
health effects such as 
increased injury risk 
and diminished physical 
performance. 

“Past studies of Army 
basic trainees show the 
risk of injuries among 
soldiers who smoke was 
as much as 90 percent 
higher than non-smok¬ 
ers,” said Michelle Cher- 
vak, senior 

epidemiologist at the 
USAPHC. 

“From past data as 
well as analysis of re¬ 
cent data collected on 
operational units, we 
can definitely say that 
smokers have a greater 
risk of any injury, and 
more specifically, over¬ 
use injuries — damage 
to musculoskeletal tis¬ 
sue that accumulates 
with repetitive activities 
such as running,” she 
added. “Higher injury 
risk is likely due to fac¬ 
tors that impair the 
body’s healing and re¬ 
pair processes.” 

USAPHC studies have 
also demonstrated that 
smoking negatively im¬ 
pacts muscle en¬ 
durance, especially as 
soldiers get older. 


“Our data show that 
smokers perform fewer 
push-ups and sit-ups on 
the Army Physical Fit¬ 
ness Test,” Chervak 
said. 

Smoking can also af¬ 
fect mission readiness. 
USAPHC studies have 
also shown that soldiers 
who use tobacco have 
reduced night vision 
and mental sharpness, 
and increased risk of 
heat and cold injuries. 

Nicotine decreases 
oxygenated blood flow, 
resulting in a 30 percent 
reduction in night vision 
for normal eyes, and 50 
percent reduction in 
those wearing correc¬ 
tive lenses. 

Likewise, smoking 
also causes reduced 
blood flow to the ex¬ 
tremities, which leads to 
more heat and cold in¬ 
juries as the body is un¬ 
able to cool and warm 
them, especially fingers 
and toes. 

President Obama’s 
National Prevention 
Strategy report states 
that cigarette smoking 
causes approximately 
443,000 U.S. deaths 
each year. These deaths 
occur as a result of lung 
cancer, chronic bronchi¬ 
tis, strokes, heart at¬ 
tacks, emphysema and 
other conditions. 

Second-hand smoke 
can also be damaging to 
others’ health — espe¬ 
cially children. 

“If soldiers knew the 
effect that smoking has 
on their children, I think 
more would be encour¬ 
aged to quit,” said Col. 
Heidi Warrington, chief 
nurse executive at the 
USAPHC. 

Children who are ex¬ 
posed to second-hand 
smoke are at increased 
risk of suffering from 
chronic ear infections, 
asthma and learning 
disorders, said Warring¬ 


ton. 

The financial costs of 
smoking are also signif¬ 
icant. A recent Army 
Times article stated that 
tobacco use costs the 
Pentagon $846 million a 
year in medical care and 
lost productivity. 

More than 80 percent 
of adult cigarette smok¬ 
ers start before their 
18th birthday, so a key 
tool to preventing to¬ 
bacco addiction is to en¬ 
courage smokers not to 
start, Warrington said. 

For those who wish to 
reduce smoking, there 
is good news. 

USAPHC studies 
show that the risk of a 
heart attack decreases 
24 hours after stopping 
smoking and, after one 
year, the risk for heart 


disease is one-half that 
of smokers. 

Because nicotine is so 
addictive, quitting is not 
easy. But those who 
wish to quit should not 
be discouraged, War¬ 
rington said. 

“Any reduction in to¬ 
bacco use is considered 
a success,” Warrington 
said. “Soldiers who are 
having trouble quitting 
should focus on reduc¬ 
ing the amount of ciga¬ 
rettes they smoke — 
with an ultimate goal of 
achieving a tobacco-free 
lifestyle.” 

Many military medical 
treatment facilities offer 
tobacco cessation 
classes and physicians 
can prescribe medica¬ 
tions to help smokers 
kick the habit.

Redistricting held up 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — Ken¬ 
tucky's filing deadline to run for 
legislative seats became a mov¬ 
ing target again on Monday when 
a judge did not immediately rule 
on a lawsuit challenging the con¬ 
stitutionality of newly redrawn 
district boundaries. 

Franklin County Circuit Judge 
Phillip Shepherd said he expects 
to enter a ruling in the case by 
mid-week. Shepherd has already 
extended the filing deadline 
once, and said he may do it again. 

"I will say that I am very mind¬ 
ful of the fact that this decision is 
one that is time-sensitive," Shep¬ 
herd said at the conclusion of the 
four-hour hearing on Monday. 

For more than a month, Ken¬ 
tucky's Legislature has focused 


almost entirely on the con¬ 
tentious debate over redrawing 
legislative and congressional dis¬ 
trict boundaries. Other issues 
have been stalled while the 
courts work to decide whether 
the legislative process should be 
struck down and while lawmak¬ 
ers continue to battle over con¬ 
gressional lines. 

Redistricting occurs every 10 
years to account for population 
changes reported in the U.S. 
Census. The latest count found 
that the state's overall population 
grew from 4 million to 4.3 million 
from 2000 to 2010, forcing new 
boundaries to be drawn so that 
each congressmen and legislator 
represents an equal number of 
people. 


Prescription drugs 
is a statewide issue 


FRANKFORT, Ky. 
(AP) — Prescription 
drug abuse deserves 
the same level of at¬ 
tention in the Ken¬ 
tucky legislature as 
some other issues 
that have captured 
most of the headlines 
over the past month, 
Gov. Steve Beshear 
said Monday. 

Beshear said he 
doesn't want "the 
scourge" of prescrip¬ 
tion abuse, blamed 
for more than 80 
overdose deaths a 
month in the state, to 
be ignored as law¬ 
makers finalize re¬ 
districting and begin 
drafting the state 
budget. 

"The rising abuse of 
prescription drugs is 
literally killing our 
people," Beshear said 
during a Capitol 
press conference. 
"It's causing untold 


pain and misery in 
our families. It's rob¬ 
bing our economy of 
productive workers. 
It's filling our jails, 
our hospitals and our 
treatment centers. 
And it's draining our 
state budget." 

Beshear and other 
top state officials, in¬ 
cluding Attorney 
General Jack Con¬ 
way, House Speaker 
Greg Stumbo and 
Senate Majority 
Leader Robert 
Stivers II, pushed for 
pending legislative 
initiatives, including 
one that would limit 
Oxycontin and other 
powerful painkillers 
to no more than 30- 
day allotments in an 
effort to limit the 
supplies of the drugs 
to addicts. 

Stumbo filed legis¬ 
lation last week that 
calls for the state's 


prescription monitor¬ 
ing program, known 
as KASPER, to be 
placed under the ju¬ 
risdiction of the at¬ 
torney general, the 
state's top law en¬ 
forcement officer. 
The monitoring pro¬ 
gram is currently ad¬ 
ministered by the 
Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family 
Services, a social 
services agency. The 
change would give 
law enforcement and 
prosecutors quick ac¬ 
cess to key informa¬ 
tion that could 
identify unscrupu¬ 
lous physicians. 

State Sen. Jimmy 
Higdon, R-Lebanon, 
filed a separate bill 
aimed at curbing the 
number of pain man¬ 
agement clinics that 
he blames for supply¬ 
ing addicts with 
painkillers.
